THE PARM DAIRY, 


The first essential for pure milk is 
healthy cows; one thought to be 
sick, should be separated from the 


‘rest immediately, The personal 
cleanliness of the milkers is also of 
;ereat importance, ‘They should be 
|clean in appearance aud habits, Just 
before milking, tho milker’s hands 


jnot smell of tobacco, and tobacco 
‘should not be used whilo milking. 


| Cow stables should be kept clean all 


the time and whitewashed twice a 
|year. Use 60 pounds of water to 
100 pounds of lime; to cach quart 
of this mixture add five quarts of | 


jwater, ‘Lhe dairy house should not 
{be Iecated close to the stable and 
{special attention should be given to 
| drainage. The room should be thor- 
joughly dried once a day. If the 
shelves are of wood, they should be 
| painted. Sour milk should not be 
kept in the dairy where there is 
jother ilk to bo kept sweet. 

It is a mistake to purchase poor 
utensils for a dairy. In the selec- 
;tion of utensils, get thoso that are 
‘simply constructed and casily clean- 
ed. Tails, strainers, cans and dip- 
‘pers should be made of pressed tin; 
jand freo from seams. ‘The cleaning | 
j;of-every dairy utensil should be} 
| done thoroughly and promptly. They 
jShoulcl’ be washed in warm suds, 
alded with clear, hot water, then 
insed with cold water. Milk cloths 
Should be kept clean, Washing soda | 
\is a good thing to keep in a dairy. 
|Steam is a more effective sterilizer 
than water, although boiling water 
s very good. Tf there is much ster- 
ilizing to be done about a dairy, a 
small steam generator is the best. 
After being cleaned and sterilized, 
keep the vessels in clean places and 
in pure air. 

A supply of good water is”of the 
grentest importance to a dairy. 
Spring or well water is the best. 
The water should never be allowed 
to become stale. 


i Milking is an operation which re-| 
quires skill. Dairymen know that 
there is as much difference in milk- 


crs as in cows and that a good cow 
imay be ruined by a poor milker. / 

The milker should not handle the 
‘cow any more than he can help. The 
hands shonld be kept dry and the 
pail should be held close to the ud- 
_der, As soon as the milking is done 
|the milk should be taken to the 
\dairy room and not allowed to 
stand. 

Lhe pyramidal strainer is the best. 
In the pyramidal form, the centre of 
the metal gauze is raised and the 
straining surface is much increased. 
Impurities striking against it, work 
down until out of the current. 

Cooling is so closely connected 
with airing that the two terms are 
‘often confused. Machines are  con- 
{structed for doing both at the same 
time. Cool to within three or four 
degrees of the temperature cf water. 
{Every dairy farm should have a 
inever failing cold spring, a good 
}well or a supply of ice. ‘The cool- 
ing of milk should receive the same 
attention in winter as in summer. 

Ii you expect to raise good dairy 
cows from your heifer cows, you 
must be kind to them from the day | 
!thoy’avre born, You cannot club a 
cow into submission.

FEEDING HOGS NEW CORN.

After fecding a bunch of hogs for 
ewhile on old corn the new was giv- 


en them and the gain was very 
noticeable, On an average they 
gained one-half pound apicee cach 


day more than when they were fed 
on the old corn. Not only did they 


do better, but they relished their 
feed and even chewed up the green 
stalks, While feeding on the new 


corn, their bowels were in a health- 
ier condition, and it took less slops | 
to satisfy them. So when a farmer! 
feeds new corn his reward is three- 
fold. His hogs are fattened quicker, 
at less expense, and with less labor. | 


LAMBS IN THE CORNFIELD, 


Lambs can be profitably fed in tho 
cornfields in the late summer or ear- 
ly fall, after the corn gets out of 
reach, They will clean up the 
weeds, and do no harm to the corn 
other than take off the lower leaves 
and cat the broken-down stalks. As | 
corn matures they will get the cars 
Within reach—and be benefited. With 
a run of the cornfield, in which rape 
has been sowed, and the opportunity 
to get at a clover pasture, they will

When 
it is possible so to do, those who 
contemplate beginning on a large 
scale should go to some well estab- 
lished plant and put in a week or 
ten days of actual experience in the 
handling of such a plant.

he is one that stands close to the 
ground with short legs and broad

It is 
not necessary at this time to favor 
jone and condemn the others, for all 
‘breeds sell alike when. the animals 
are of the right kind, We say that 
it is quite casy to describe the ani- 
}man we would like to produce, but 
to preduce him is another thing, 

A short time ago any horse that 
would weigh 1400 or 1500 pounds, 
was awkward, big headed. lazy and 
good for no particular work, was 
classed as a draft horse by the lay- 
man. ‘To-day in many places _this 
|same notion prevails. If we will 
!become acquainted with the animal 
many farmers raise and force upon 
the market, we will find they aro not 
draft horses, neither are they road 
or coach horses, but quite likely a 
‘lot of misfits that belong to no par- 
ticular class, and for which there 
is no market. The farmer should 
learn to produce that which the peo- 
ple want and the market demands. 


UNPROFITABLE BOARDERS. 


So much has been written on the 
subject of unprofitable cows that it 
would seem unnecessary to Say any- 
thing further, but it is still true 
that unprofitable cows are being 
jkept by many farmers, says Mr. 
Lester Williams, They not only do 
not pay for their keeping, but they 
are constantly running their owners 
in debt. ‘The best thing to do with 
}such cattle is to turn them into beef 
as soon as possible and sell them to 
the first buyer. These poor board- 
ers can be told from profitable cows, 
not so much by the size of their ud- 
ders as by the use of scales and the 
Babcock test. Weighing the milk 
jour or five times in the covrse of a 
year will not tell the story. Bach 
cow’s milk should be weighed once 
or twice a week, I find twice a 
week the most satisfactory; some 
dairymen consider once a week suf- 
ficient. Milk should be tested once 
or twice a month and each cow’s 
feed should be weighed and charged 
to her at the market price. 

This record should be kept for a 
year. I have a smooth, planed 
board checked off for each cow hang- 
jing in my barn, In_ this way I 
know at the end of the year how 
much milk each cow gives and how 
much butter her milk will make if 
the cream is all saved by the use

sweet corn and do some soiling, 
While that is hard work and takes 
too much time, it is better than to 
let a good herd run dry. <A milk 
flow lost is practically gone for 
the year. The best way, of course, 
is to have the cows dry during the 
hot months. But that is not al- 
Ways possible. Silage is the cheap- 
est feed to supplement short pas- 
tures, but those who have none must 
do something else. 

About the only relief for the man 
who has not planned to have feed 
for just this very time, is for him to 
feed some grain at the barn, or cut 
up green clover, swect corn or field 
corn. 

One of the most noticcable things 
on most every farm is the poor con- 
dition of the pasture. Men who do 
not feed silage in winter are in a 
hurry to get the cows on grass. Cat- 
tle are hungry for succulent feed, 
and they manage to keep the grass 
short from the very start. This 
causes the grass crop to be short 
at the season when it is not making 
growth. and as a result the cows 
half starve. When fall rains revive 
the dormant grass, the cows are 
poor. It takes all the fall to get 
them back into condition again. It 
does not pay to overstock, or to 
rush cattle on spring pastures before 
they can support the herd nicely. 
This is a strong argument in favor 
of the silo for both winter and sum- 
mer feeding.

SOUPS. 
In no way can the smallest 
and ends of various things be 
more satisfactorily than in the mak- 
ing of soups even without stock. 
Stock adds to the nutritive value in 
somo cases, but at certain seasons 
of the year delicate cream soups are 
mofe acceptable if not more whole 
566me 
Clear soups—consomme, bouillon, 
etc.—are less nourishing than stimu- 
lating, and for this reason are gen- 
erally used at the beginning of a 
long or hearty meal. The heavier 
soups may form the main dish of a 
Juncheon or dinner, In tho south of 
Jermany they are served most accep- 
tably for supper. When the soup is 
to form the main nourishment it 
must not lack in that requisite. 
Peas, beans, lentils, the various 
cereals, as rice barley, sago, farina, 
macaroni; single vegetables or mix- 
tures of many, all may be added to 
stock, milk, or water to make soup. 
A cup of beans or peas with a slice 
of onion, one pint of milk and a lit- 
tle care makes o delicious soup. One- 
fourth of a cup of chicken broth, 
with milk and rice, makes another.

LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


Note—These Word Studies are bas- 
ed on the text of the Revised Ver- 
sion. 

Introductory.—The consensus of 
opinion among modern biblical 
scholars of to-day is that the book 
of Daniel, at least in its present 
form, is of much later date than the 
time of Daniel himself, dating prob- 
ably fvom the carly part of the sec- 
ond century B, C. From the apo- 
calyptic structure and content of the 
book it is inferred that the purpose 
of the author was to bring a mes- 
sage of consolation to his fellow 
countrymen in a time of sore trial 
and persecution under Antiochus 
Epiphanes, king of Syria, about 168- 
165 B. C, Daniel and his three 
friends are ideals of fidelity to Je- 
hovah and to truth under the most 
trying circumstances. God honors 
the loyalty of these men and grants 
to Daniel prophetic visions touching 
the ultimate redemption of his cho- 
sen people. 

Space clearly does not permit our 
entering upon a discussion of the 
points at issuc here. We can only 
remind the student that the worth 
of the narrative we are about to 
study has always been primarily in 
what it teaches, and that its rich 
and profitable teaching is unaffected 
by considerations of date, author- 
ship, or literary form. Concerning 
separate historical allusions of the 
narrative we shall have occasion to 
speak in our treatment of the sev- 
eral lessons taken from the book.

Barns and Lightning. 


_“ Why are so many barns struck by 

weal these days 7’ was the query 
put to Mr. F. L. Blake, astronomical 
officer at the Toronto Observatory, 
the other night. “I am not sure there 
are more than theve used to be,” Mr. 
Blake replied. ‘* The impression that 
there are may be due to greater pub- 
licity given to the occurrences. You 
may have noticed that more barns 
than houses are burned by lightning. 
I think this is because the barns gen- 
erally contain hay and grain, which 
are moist to a certain extent, and 
moisture attracts lightning because it 
is « good eonductor.. On the other 
hand, houses are dry. Lightning rods 
are « good protection if they are num- 
erous enough and have good ground 
connections,” 

“ts it of any yalue to haye trees 
near a barn 7” 

“Well, lightning usually strikes a 
tree because it contains sap, which is 
moisture. The denuding of the for- 
ests, I think, may increase the danger 
from i htning, as it makes the air 
drier. Lightning is simply an accu- 
mulation of electricity in the air seek- 
ing the other pole, and in doing so it 
comes down through the air to the 
eavth through any convenient medi- 
um. The reason the country has 
worse thunderstorms than the city is 
that in the city every iron point and 
pinnacle reaching up is insensibly 
drawing the electricity out of the 
overcharged air, and thus reducing 
the. danger of an explosion.”

The Ontario Goyernmen: has 


issued a circular making known its 
intentions in regard to the County 
Councils Act. 

From 1907 County Councils will 
consist of the Reeves of townships 
and Mayors of towns, but they will 
be smaller in number than they 
were previous to 1897. Since then 
the direct electiye system has been 
in force. A bill was introduced by 
the Governmeat to that effect last 
session, but final consideration was 
deferred until next session. As 
some councils might decide to adopt 
this year the option provided by the 
late Government, Hon. Nelson Mon- 
teith has sent out a circular appris- 
ing them of the intention of the 
present Government, He says in 
part: 

“Tt is the present intention of the 
Government to introduce and to 
pass at the next session of the Legis- 
lature a bill proyiding for the re- 
peal of the present County Councils 
Act, and to proyide that henceforth 
County Councils shall consist of 
Reeves and certain Deputy Reeves 
of townships and the Mayor of 
towns not separated from the 
County.” 


Britain and Japan Allies. 
Bgeression on Part of Any Power 
Will Find Them Both United. 
London, Sept. 27.—The text of 
the new agreement between Great 
Britain and Japan, which was 
signed by Lord Lansdowne, the 
British Foreign Secretary, and 
Baron Hayashi, the Japanese Mini- 
~ster to Great Britain, on August 12, 
was issued by the Foreign Office 
last evening. The momentous 
document is a brief one, comprising 
less than 800 words, including eight 

articles and a preamble. 

The text ot the Anglo-Japanese 
treaty states that the object of the 
treaty is the maintenance of general 
peace in Asia and India, and the 
preservation of the interest of all 
the powers in China by insuring 
the integrity of China and the prin- 
ciple of equal opportunity for the 
commerce of all nations, the main- 
tenance of the territorial rights of 
Great Britain and Japan in eastern 
Asia and India, and the defence of 
their special interests therein.

Sweet Potato Pudding (Dessert)— 
Yo one large sweet potato allow one 
half of a pound of sugar, one half of 
a pound of butter, one half of a 
cupful of sweet cream, one half of a 
teaspoonful of grated nutmeg, the 
grated rind of one lemon and four 
eggs. Boil the potato, skin and rub, 
through a colander; while hot stir 
in the sugar and butter, then set 
aside to cool.

ERASE FLOOR SPOTS. 


To avoid the appearance of greasc 
spots upon hardwood floors subject 
the wood’ to a process of polishing 
by applying a mixture composed of 
equal parts of linseed cil and 
pentine,. combined with Japan drier. 
The drier must not be omitted 
the oil will continue with the wax. 
After allowing this mixture to dry 
overnight all the pores of the wood 
may be filled with one of the prepar- 
ed fillers. The polish is more even 
if this is done. When the floor is 
thoroughly dry it is ready for the 
Paste of wax end turpentine, which 
may be applied with a flannel cloth, 


rubbing with the grain of the wood. |

MIMIC WAR DISASTERS. 
Soldiers Get at Close Quarters 
and Many Go to Hospital. 


During field manoeuvres at Alder- 
shot recently, a cavalry brigade 
were ordered to charge the foot 
guards, and something more than a 
touch of reality resulted. The charge 
was carried too far, and for a few 
minutes there was*fierce hand-to- 
hand fighting, which resulted in sey- 
eral soldicrs being injured. This 
was by no means the first occasion 
that a realistic touch has been given 
to peace manoeuvres. Not so very 
long ago, at the same place, two 
opposing infantry brigades got into 
close quarters, and although blank 
ammunition was used the troops had 
a warm time of it, many having to 
go to the hospital. Cavalry have, 
however, met with similar disasters 
more often, the horses, in the ex- 
citement of the dash, getting out cf 
control, 

A few years ago there was a big 
volunteer field day near Bisley. A 
mimic battle was fought in terrific 
heat, and at the end of a few hours 
scores upon scores of men were lying 
unconscious all over the field of ac- 
tion. It was found necessary to 
abanden the operations to gather in 
the unfortunate soldiers who were 
lying about suffering from sunstroko. 
So many men collapsed that it look- 
ed as though a real battle had been 
raging.

BATTLING WITH THIRST. 
Germany’s War in South Africa 
Has Fearful Horrors. 


An article throwing terrible light 
on the nature of the operations in 
German South-west Africa appears 
in the Militar Wochenblatt, It deals 
with the period after the fight at 
Waterberg. It was reckoned at tho 
time that the number of rebel Hor- 
eros was probably between 40,000 
and 80,000. After Waterberg they 
dispersed; 1,400 had fallen in battle, 
8,000 had been taken prisoners, and 
many had fled to British territory.
